Firstly, Applicants' amendment raises issues of new matter regarding the limitation of "modifying the source text" and "automatically 
updating the translation of the source text in the second natural language." Applicants' reference to support for the amendments was 
reviewed, but the disclosure on Pages 3 to 4 and 16 to 17 of the Specification relate to updating the status of translation, not to 
automatically updating the translation. Page 32 of the Specification discloses a feature for generating automated suggestions for 
translation, but a translator must still select from the automated proposals, so that the translation is not automatically updated, per se. 

Secondly, Applicants' amendment raises new issues requiring further search and/or consideration regarding the limitation of "modifying 
the source text" and "automatically updating the translation of the source text". However, preliminary review of the prior art indicates that 
the limitation may be taught by Peterson et al., where edit window 1 10 displays a Suggested Translation, which is produced from pattern 
matcher 26 by leveraging previously translated documents. Peterson et al. presumably produces suggested translations automatically, 
where the suggested translation would be provided automatically whenever a document in an original language is modified.
